W h e r f Puuifc* Sto n e Co me» . F ro m . 
We often hear it remarked, and p ar* 
tieula'iy after the erup tion of a volcano, 
that p nn :*e stone ought to be p lentiful 
and eln aj> a- quantities must hav e been 
eje cted during the v olcanic disturbance. 
As a matter of fact, however, none of 
the white stone in general use is obtained 
from activ e v olcano s. 
It comes from 
the dep osits of the article discovered in 
one or two quarters of the globe, the 
best of which is at p resent to be found 
in the island of Lip ari, situated in the 
Ty rrhenian sea. 
The island is moun­ 
ta in o u s in character and consists of 
tuffs and lav as, and of highly siliceous 
v olcanic p roducts. 
The district where 
th*' stone is found is called Gamp o 
Blanco or Monte 
Petalo, 1,500 feet 
above the level of the sea. 
After riding a considerable distance, 
p artly along p recip itous p aths sufficient­ 
ly dangerous to be interesting and p artly 
through v iney ards and over 
grassy 
p lains, one almost comes suddenly up on 
a seemingly snow clad valley , inclosed 
by hills, also quite white, and the whole 
glaringly bright on a sunny day . 
Into 
those hills workmen are unceasingly 
digging d< ep burrows, working within 
by candlelight. 
In their ex cav ations 
they come across many lump s of p umice 
stone, which are p laced in baskets, sub­ 
sequently being convey ed along the v al­ 
ley to the seashore, where small boats 
are loaded and sail to the seap ort m ar 
by , where the stone is sorted, p acked 
and ship p ed to distant p arts either by 
way of Messina or Leghorn.—Pop ular 
Science News.

The A lsace-L o rrain e T ro uble. 
There can be no doubt that the an­ 
nex ation of Alsace-Lorraine has been 
the fundamental cause of Europ ean dis­ 
turbance and ap p rehension during the 
last 25 y ears. Cy nics may scoff at sou- 
tiim nt, but the p redominant feeling of 
a great nation counts for something, if 
not ev ery thing, in calculations for the 
p reserv ation of p eace. There are justi­ 
fiable and unjustitia! le 
c a u se s of war. 
Tin* difference between jingoism and 
p atriotism is that jinogisiu will go to 
war whether for a good or a bail cause, 
while p atriotism will only undertake it 
for a good cause. 
It is a lmg** blunder 
to imp ose terms of p eace fundamentally 
unjust, leav ing a griev ance that enlists 
an ev ergrowing sy mp athy . Generosity 
and forbearance toward a v anquished 
enemy , esp ecially if that enemy be a 
great nation, is the best p olicy . 
Germany acted on this p rincip le after 
she had defeated Austria in INtUL 
she 
did not take an inch of territory , and 
she left no p ermanent sor** of wounded 
p atriotism. 
It was, therefor**, p ossible 
to make an ally of Austria, and she be­ 
came one. Unfortunately , after her con­ 
quest of France, she committed the 
blunder of annex ing French territory . 
The military < x p orts were culled in to 
declare that this was a strategical ne­ 
cessity , and, leav ing aside the question 
of inhabitants declared to beef German 
origin, but who were dev oted to France, 
some (100,000 p ure Frenchmen in Lor­ 
raine were p assed under the German 
y oke. 
Annex ations are only successful 
when the v ictims belong to small coun­ 
tries, such as Poland or Denmark. 
Franco is a p owerful enough nation to 
resent and ultimately to rev enge or to 
remedy the wrong. She bides her time. 
There is only one p ermanent sentiment 
which unites all p arties in France, that 
is the desire f<* recov er Alsace-Lorraine. 
—National Rev iew.

machine for 
grinding a log into p ap er p ulp and p ro­ 
ducing a sup erior quality of fiber is de­ 
scribed m The Manufacturers’ Gazette 
as hav ing a metallic base, heav y aud 
over an inch thick, p ierced with holes 
throughout its surface, and tin* inner 
surface corrugated; within is a heav y 
ey clinder, the outer surface of which is 
corrugated, tii< corrugations running in 
a direction op p osite to the casing. Now, 
when the cy linder is set in motion and 
a log of wood is p laced between cy linder 
and casing, the corrugations strip the 
wood into a soft, fluffy , fibrous material, 
in ap p earance nearly like cotton—so 
nearly like it, in fa* t, as to he mistaken 
for that article by th** uninitiated. 
In 
the final stage « t this simp le op eration 
the fibrous material is forced through 
the holes which p ierce the casing of the 
machine.

A fter the present em peror ascended 
th« - throne of C hina his government- 
yielded the point and agre« *« ! to receive 
the diplom atic corps in the same m a n­ 
ner tha t they are received by the sover- 
eigns of Europe. 
The first ceremony of 
the k ind, w hich took place on M arch 0, 
18 91, w as an event in Chinese history. 
The m em bers « ;f the several legations 
arrive-« ! at F n Hua, or East Flow er gate 
of the forbidde n city, at 
10 o’clock 011 
that m orning in sedan chairs, each es­ 
corted by tw o m ounted offic* rs of the 
Im periiJ guards 
Th* y were there m et 
by the mem bers c,f the Tsung li Yamen, 
w ho eonduetf 
«1 them to tin* ,whih Y ung 
K ung, the tem ple of tlie great river god, 
w hen they were offered tea and sw eet­ 
meats. A11 hour later they were escorted 
to the Tsu K uang Ko, or r« *ception hall, 
a handsom e building profits* ly decorated 
w ith gild'-d coverings and ornam ented 
w ith gay colors. T he hall isappr« *ach**d 
by eight m arble s;* ps, w hich lead to ¡1 
broad m arble terrace. 
A round this t< r- 
race is a balustrade supported by pillars 
of m arble, pure w hite and beautifully 
engraved. 
The em peror arrived about the sam e 
tim e in his chair, w hich was covered 
outside and in w ith yellow silk , tin* offi­ 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver and the <*nd» s of the bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and capped 
w ith gilded dragons. 
The dean of the 
diplom atic corps, escorted by m em bers 
of the foreign office, w as conducted into 
the hall, the sides of the approach to the 
steps, tin* steps themselves and the te r­ 
race being crowded w ith eunuchs e m ­ 
ployed in the palace and civil and m il­ 
itary officers whose rank did not. <*mitlo 
them to enter the pres« nee of the em ­ 
peror.

The empiTor replied to

er tin* d r Jom atists ha« lr< turned t«> tin-ir 
plae<*s between Uu dragon pillars, his 
rem ark s I . m g translat. «1 into Chinese 
by Prince Clung, sentence by sentence. 
The exit from the hall w as m aue by 
w alk ing back ward, w ith bows at three 
places. 
T he sides of the audience hall were 
covered 
w ith inscriptions 
and 
rare 
paintings of enorm ous size. The ceiling 
w as comp« .-* d of wo« .den squares 
1 C 
feet in size, divided by heavy rafters, 
all gorgeously painted w ith the dragon 
figures. 
T he supporting colum ns were 
of red lacfjuor, covered w ith figures of 
gold dragons. 
On the right of tin* em peror stood 
Prince Po, 011 his j< ft Prince K<>, and 
near him P rince Cliing. The room w as 
lined « ui citht r side by tw o rows of high 
officers <f the Im perial 
guards 
and 
cham berlains, m any being princes and 
duk « s of the im perial family. 
No arm s 
were visible except the swords w orn by 
the em peror and the princes. 
Tin* im ­ 
perial escort, bearing long red lacquered 
spears, w ith silver points and ¡i long 
tiger tail, could be seen ju st outside 
the doors. They pr**sent(*d a picturesque 
appearance. 
On eitlmr side of the e m ­ 
peror was a stra ight stem six fo« *t high, 
supporting at the top w hat appeared to 
be painted im itations ««f peacock tails 
spread out, the feathers indicating la nk 
in China. 
L engthy inscriptions in Mantchoo w ere 
engraved upon a m arble plinth back of 
the throne. Six im mense incense bowls 
of old cloisonne, each guarded by an 
im m ense 
cloisonne dragon 
of

value, wore placed around the platform , 
w hile from th** ceiling were suspended 
eight cloisonne lam ps m ade d uring the 
Toa-K uang dynasty. 
On tlit* table in 
front of the emperor, w hich w as cov­ 
ered w ith yellow >atin, em broidered 
w ith figure» » of dragons, w as placed tli« * 
pipe of his m ajesty, a pieo« > of carved 
jade and gold, the handle formed by 
the body and tail of a dragon, its m ou th 
as the tobacco bowl. 
W ithin th** pink w alls t hat surrounded 
th« * forbid« !« ii city ar** s*-v« *ral tem ples 
and 40 or more palaces and other b u ild ­ 
ings w hich are occupied as re-id no* s 
by the em peror’s hum*, diate attendants 
¿uul officers of ill« * guard. 
They are all 
of one story and «»f uniform architecture, 
diff« ring only in dimensions. Their cx- 
t« riors are painted that peculiar w hite 
which Europeans hav« * never tn* n able 
to im itate and roofed w ith tiles of mi
